Are Housewives Still 
Boiling About Coffee? 


With co ffee pro ductio n up slightly and co nsump- 
tio n dro pping, ho usewiv es seem to find it harder no w 
to co me to a bo il o v er the high price o f co ffee. Thero 
was a cro p sho rtage, o f so rts. Brazil do es fix the price 
o n co ffee ex |>o rted, and this price — fo r the green 
bean in Brazil—is mo re than two -thirds the current 
retail price o f ro asted co ffee in the United « States. 
There is a 2 0 per cent weight lo ss in ro asting, in 
•dditio n. 


Of co urse that Co ngresswo man was right who 
« aid that Americans “ hav e been taking a mcrcileiis 
beating o n co ffee prices.” But there is no pro o f that 
many family budgets hav e felt a great strain fro m 
co ffee ex penditures alo ne. 


If there Is substantiatio n o f the recent lo o se 
charges that “ po werful intere.sts” are rigging the 
price o f co ffee, the Federal Trade Co mmis.sio n o ught 
to Jump o n them like a bug o n a rug. But .such puni­ 
tiv e actio n co uld no t be ex pected to do much mo re 
than hasten to so me degree the inev itable co llapse o f 
present high co ffee prices. 


But facts and figures do no t bear up the charge 
o r Inference that American speculato rs hav e pro fited 
fro m the co ffee sho rtage. Brazil will no t permit green 
co ffee beans to leav e that co untry fo r less than 86 
cents a po und. That makes the price, after ro asting 
shrinkage, at least $1 a po und in Brazil. When freight, 
pro cessing and distributio n co sts are added, no t much 
is left fo r speculato rs at the current retail price. 


Meanwhile Brazil has ju.st finished pay ing o ff the 
last o f her Wo rld War II debt to the United States. 
If American co ffee drinkers pro v ided the fund.s, do n’t 
they alway s pay thro ugh the no se— frequently with­ 
o ut benefit o f a whiff o f co ffee?

About Karl Mundt 


Perhaps it is fitting to add a footnote to the McCarthy- 
Stevens hearings and to say something abou t Senator Karl 
1 Mu ndt who bore the heaviest bu rden of presiding over his 
colleagu es who. by the ru les of the Senate, are sovereign 
each in his own right and none needs pay the slightest 
attention to the Chairm an if he chooses not to and his 
m anners are su ch. 


Karl Mundt also faced the technical pro blem that 
Senato r McCarthy , a principal in the case, acting as 
co unsel fo r his side, was also a United States Senato r 
who co uld no t be depriv ed o f his rights as a United 
States Senato r by the Co mmittee. Each Senato r sat 
no t o nly as a Judge and Jury but as a pro secuting 
atto rney 
with 
rights 
o f 
ex aminatio n 
and 
cro ss- 
ex aminatio n and with the additio nal right to make a 
speech o f summatio n whenev er he cho se. And many 
•f them did. 


The only ru le that all agreed u pon and lived u p to 
^ W’as the 10-minu te ru le which m eant that after a 10-minu te 
period of interrogation or speech-mak ing, a Senator wou ld 
su bside u ntil his next tu rn came arou nd u nless he had a 
point of order to m ak e which some made pointlessly or 
u nless he rose to a m atter of personal privilege which 
often consu med hou rs. 


Presiding u nder su ch circu m stances, with the tele­ 
vision grinding away constantly, u nder the physical heat 
of k Jieg lights and the psychological heat engendered not 
only by mou nting ambition bu t by vindictive hatred, was 
a very tou gh job. Some su ggest that Mu ndt m ight have 
banged the gavel more often tn shu t his collea^’u ec i>n. 
It wou ld have been a fru itless exercise. The task of the 
presiding officer was to prevent the hearings irom gou ig 
altogether haywire and to k eep angry m em bers of the 
Senate from either beating u p each other verbally, which 
they did. or physically which they did not do. At times, 
it was anticipated tl\at one or the other of them might 
have walk ed ou t, bu t that was not in the plan. 


Were the Chairman no t a v o ting member o f the 
Co mmittee, an o utsider, an impartial perso n, he might 
hav e had an easier time o f it. but Chairman Mundt 
co uld no t shirk his respo nsibilities as a Co mmittee 
member and also a i» art o f what was, at first, the 
Republican majo rity and in due co urse became the 
Republican mino rity upo n the defectio n o f Senato r 
Charles Po tter. Curio usly , I hav e met Senato r Po tter 
o nly o nce and that was in the apartment o f G. Dav id 
Schine’s parents at the Waldo rf-Asto ria. 


In all these circu m stances, it seems to me that K aii 
M u ndt did a rem ark ably good job and if his repu tation as 
8 Senator and his statu re in his P arty have been enhanced, 
he is deserving. 


I can say something of the difficu lties involved in su ch 
a task becau se I was one of those called into Execu tive 
Session to testify as to what I k now abou t this affair. I 
was present at the lu ncheon at the M erchants Clu b in 
New York on November 17 as a gu est, I assu m e, of Secre­ 
tary of the Army Stevens who paid the bill; I had had a 
private talk with Secretary of the Army Stevens in his 
office on November 24; I had had some telephone conver­ 
sations with Army Cou nsel John Adams, which were not 
^ m onitored and concerning all bu t one, I have no recol­ 
lection whatsoever. That one, I rem em ber clearly becau se 
it occu rred ju st before all the passions brok e loose, as I 
warned they wou ld. 


These o ccurrences made little impressio n o n me at 
the time; seemed no t to o impo rtant; much o f the ^ 
co nv ersatio n was gay banter. 
It wo uld nev er hav e 
o ccurred to me to make a no te o f them and I did no t. 
At the time, no bo dy seemed to be angry with any bo dy 
and as I listened to the testimo ny , I wo ndered if I 
was really present at any o f it. 
It is no t that the 
testimo ny was false; rather the to ne was different o n 
the witness stand than it was when men believ ed that 
they were friends. 


After this experience, I shall often wonder whether 
w hat wives say abou t their hu sbands in divorce cou rts is 
not lik e what John Adams said abou t Roy Cohn, and vice 
versa, after they stopped being pals. Undou btedly each 
said what the other said that he said, bu t in what tone? 
Perhaps it shou ld have been pu t to mu sic.

The ideal 
treatm ent is to eliminate the cau se 
bu t this is easier said than done. 
Healing often 
occu rs 
when 
the 
patient cooperates by rem aining m 
bed with the involved leg elevated 
on 
a 
pillow, which discou rages 
swelling. The stagnant blood flows 
ou t w'ith the help of gravity, and 
in tim e, congestion and swelling 
su bside. In nine cases ou t of 10, 
the lesions are infected and this 
condition m u st be com batted with 
antibiotics and throu gh the u se jf 
enzymes, which digest away dead 
and loose tissu es. As soon as the 
u lcer closes, the enlarged veins 
are removed su rgically to assu re 
perm anent resu lts. 
If the individu al cannot afford 
the tim e to rem ain in bed, the 


lesions are treated locally with 
antiseptics, cod liver oil ointments, 
or other favorite produ cts. A band­ 
age is applied and the legs are 
covered with elastic bandages or 
stock ings or an Unna paste boot. 
Despite the best care, however, 
resu lts are not always satisfactory.

Eu gene E, Cliffton of New York 
had considerable su ccess with a 
combined remedy. Enzymes were 
u sed to digest dead and infected 
tissu es; 
antibiotics 
were

was added to increase absorption 
of these produ cts which allowed 
for deeper penetration and helped 
relieve swelling. “Gratifying re­ 
lief” was obtained by 16 patients. 
The most rem ark able effects were 
with infected and painfu l u lcers. 
Many victims had been u nable to 
sleep even thou gh satu rated with 
aspirin or other analgesics.

The way the American Legion 
got mixed u p in the alien property 
dispu te was throu gh Ed Hayes, 
former legion commander and re­ 
cent GOP candidate for the Senat« 
from Illinois. 
Hayes is a friend of the present 
GOP Senator from Illinois, Everett 
Dlrk sen, who long has been friend- 
ly with Ernest Halbach. former 
American head of General Analinn 
and Film. In line with this friend­ 
ship, Dirk sen arranged for the ap­ 
pointment of a Senate su bcommit­ 
tee shortly after the Eisenhower 
Administration came into power, to 
stu dy alien property. He made Ed 
Hayes chief cou nsel. 
Hayes has been efficient and in­ 
flu ential, It was he who helped get 
his fellow Legionnaires to adopt 
m 
resolu tion favoring the retu rn of 
alien property, and it was one of 
Hayes’ law partners, Roger Q. 
White, who is also a partner in the 
pu blic relations firm of Shaheen 
and White, who was Instru m ental 
in getting editoriaKs favorable to 
the retu rn of Germ an property 
pu blished 
in

week ly 
news­ 
papers. 
Hayes is also friendly with Wal­ 
ter Germann, the Swiss execu tive 
for 
Interhandel 
who 
commu tes 
across the Atlantic while lobbying 
for the retu rn of General Analine 
and Film to the Swiss-German 
combine. 
General 
Analine, 
incidentally, 
worth abou t 125.000,000 when 
the United States t(X)k it over. It 
is still owned and operated by the 
U. S, Government, and Its valu e is 
now $100,000.000. It is this increas­ 
ed valu e which m ak es it so at­ 
tractive to the powerfu l grou p pu ll­ 
ing wires for its retu rn. 
In view of all the back stage fac­ 
tors behind this im partial Senate 
su rvey, it is not su rprising that 
Senator Dirk sen introdu ced a bill 
on May 7, 19 54, proposing to hand 
the Germ an and Japanese prop­ 
erty back to the original owners. 
What is su rprising is that despite 
a crowded Congressional calendar, 
the forces behind this bill are su ch 
that it m ay slip throu gh at thii 
session.

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Are Housewives Still 
Boiling About Coffee? 


With coffee production up slightly and consump­ 
tion dropping, housewives 
seem to find it harder now 
to come to a boil over the high price of coffee. There 
was a crop shortage, of sorts. Brazil does fix the price 
on coffee exported, and this price — for the green 
bean in Brazil—is more than two-thirds the current 
retail price of roasted coffee in the United States. 
There is a 20 per cent weight loss in roasting, in 
addition. 


Of course that Congresswoman was right who 
said that Americans “have been taking a merciless 
beating on coffee prices.” But there is no proof that 
many family budgets have felt a great strain from 
coffee expenditures alone. 


If there is substantiation of the recent loose 
charges that “powerful interests” are rigging the 
price of coffee, the Federal Trade Commission ought 
to Jump on them like a bug on a rug. But such puni­ 
tive action could not be expected to do much more 
than hasten to some degree the inevitable collapse of 
present high coffee prices. 


But facts and figures do not bear up the charge 
or Inference that American speculators have profited 
from the coffee shortage. Brazil will not permit green 
coffee beans to leave that country for less than 86 
cents a pound. That makes the price, after roasting 
shrinkage, at least $1 a pound in Brazil. When freight, 
processing and distribution costs are added, not much 
Is left for speculators at the current retail price. 


Meanwhile Brazil has just finished paying off the 
last of her World War II debt to the United States. 
If American coffee drinkers provided the funds, don’t 
they always pay through the nose—frequently with­ 
out benefit of a whiff of coffee?

Perhaps it is fitting to add a footnote to the McCarthy- 
Steven* hearings and to say something about Senator Karl 
Mundt who bore the heaviest burden of presiding over his 
colleagues who, by the rules of the Senate, are sovereign 
each in his own right and none needs pay the slightest 
attention to the Chairman if he chooses not to and his 
m anners are such. 


States Senator 
not only as a 
attorney 
with 


Karl Mundt aho fared the technical problem that 
Senator McCarthy, a principal in the case, acting as 
counsel for his side, was also a Cnited States Senator 
who could not be deprived of his rights as a Cnited 
by the Committee. 
Each Senator sat 
judge and jury but as a prosecuting 
rights 
of 
examination 
and 
cross­ 
examination and with the additional right to make a 
speech of summation whenever he chose. And many 
•f them did. 


The only rule that all agreed upon and lived up to 
was the 10-minute rule which meant that after a 10-minute 
period of interrogation or speech-making, a Senator would 
aubside until his next turn came around unless he had a 
point of order to make which some made pointlessly or 
unless he rose to a m atter of personal privilege which 
often consumed hours. 


Presiding under such circum stances, with the tele­ 
vision grinding away constantly, under the physical heat 
of klieg lights and the psychological heat engendered not 
only by mounting ambition but by vindictive hatred, was 
a very tough job. Some suggest that Mundt might have 
banged the gavel more often to shut his colleague* en. 
It would have been a fruitless exercise. The task of the 
presiding officer was to prevent the hearings irom going 
altogether haywire and to keep angry mem bers of the 
Senate from either beating up each other verbally, which 
they did, or physically which they did not do. At times, 
it was anticipated that one or the other of them might 
have walked out, but that was not in the plan. 


Were the Chairman not a voting member of the 
Committee, an outsider, an impartial person, he might 
have had an easier time of it. but Chairman Mundt 
could not shirk his responsibilities as a Committee 
member and also a part of what was, at first, the 
Republican majority and in due course became the 
Republican minority upon the defection of Senator 
Charles Potter. Curiously, I have met Senator Potter 
only once and that was in the apartment of G. David 
Schine's parents at the Waldorf-Astoria. 


In all these circum stances, it seems to me that R ail 
Mundt did a rem arkably good job and if his reputation as 
a Senator and his stature in his Party have been enhanced, 
he is deserving. 


I can say something of the difficulties involved in such 
a task because I was one of those called into Executive 
Session to testify as to what I know about this affair. I 
was present at the luncheon at the Merchants Club in 
New York on November 17 as a guest, I assume, of Secre­ 
tary of the Army Stevens who paid the bill; I had had a 
private talk with Secretary of the Army Stevens in his 
office on November 24; I had had some telephone conver­ 
sations with Army Counsel John Adams, which were not 
monitored and concerning all but one, I have no recol­ 
lection whatsoever. That one. I rem em ber clearly because 
it occurred just before all the passions broke loose, as I 
warned they would. 


These occurrences made little impression on me at 
the time; seemed not too important; much of the 
conversation was gay banter. 
It would never have 
occurred to me to make a note of them and I did not. 
At the time, nobody seemed to be angry with anybody 
and as I listened to the testimony, I wondered if I 
was really present at any of it. 
It is not that the 
testimony was false; rather the tone was different on 
the witness stand than it was when men believed that 
they were friends. 


After this experience. I shall often wonder whether 
W'hat wives say about their husbands in divorce courts is 
not like what John Adams said about Roy Cohn, and vice 
versa, after they stopped being pals. 
Undoubtedly each 
said what the other said that he said, but in w'hat tone? 
Perhaps it should have been put to music.

WASHINGTON—The inside story 
of the m aneuver to turn the big 
Germ an chemical companies ba’ck 
to their form er Nazi owners is one 
of the most amazing in the nation’s 
capital. 
It involves lobbying and public 
relations operations costing about 
$200,000 a year; a Swiss executive, 
W alter Germ ann, literally com­ 
m utes across the Atlantic, some­ 
tim es leaving the Mayflower Hotel 
in Washington on Friday and get­ 
ting back on Tuesday; finally it 
involves most unusual cooperation 
between supposedly impartial Sen­ 
ate functionaries and attorneys for 
the Germans.

In the sam e Room 541 with his 
nam e listed on the office door be­ 
side Jenkins’ is John W\ Nairn. 
Mr. Nairn is counsel for the sup­ 
posedly im partial Senate commit­ 
tee investigating alien property. 
In other words, though the Sen­ 
ate committee was supposed to 
m ake an unbiased study of whether 
G erm an property should be return­ 
ed, actually the Senate commit­ 
tee’s counsel had his office in the 
sam e office of the attorney who is 
trying to get the chief German 
company returned.

McCarthy Squabble A Problem In Constitutionality 


WASHINGTON—An unprecedent­ 
ed challenge to Constitutionalism— 
and one that can curtail the right 
of a member of Congress hereafter 
to express freely and without fear 
of intimidation his views on public 
questions—has been projected by 
the vote of the Senate to create a 
spacial committee of six to con­ 
sider certain charges m ade by 
other 
Senators 
against

McCarthy. 
The issue is not whether what 
the Wisconsin Senator has said in 
his speeches about General M ar­ 
shall or anyone else was or was 
not meritorious, but whether the 
Senate is about to try a United 
States Senator for conduct which 
it has never heretofore prescribed 
as a violation of its rules.

States Has set aside as unconstitu­

passed by 
Congress because it did not specify 
“ standards” for the application of 
the law in question. 
What are the ‘‘standards” by 
which the new Senate committee 
is to judge the conduct of the 
Wisconsin Senator, and can a rule 
be applied now which refers to 
acts allegedly committed before 
the rule was ever adopted? 
Which ‘‘Ethics” Apply? 
If it be “ethics” that now are 
to be defined, there is the charge 
that Senator McCarthy received a 
fee for the preparation of a book 
on housing of veterans, published 
by a housing company. 
Senator 
Fulbright says the fee was not paid 
for “ comparable services.” Then 
what shall be said of those Sena­ 
tors who — as Senator Knowland 
pointed out in the debate—have 
received fees for public speaking in 
excess of those normally paid? 
Also, w'hat of the fact that labor 
unions, trade associations and cor­ 
porations having business with the 
Congress paid out such huge fees 
to mem bers of Congress? 
If it be “ unethical’* for a senator 
to accept a fee for writing a book 
derived from information received 
from his own committee or from 
executive agencies of the govern­ 
ment, what shall be said of the 
“ ethics” 
of 
the 
late 
President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt w'ho, while 
he was in the White House, had

published for private profit and put 
a personal copyright on informa­ 
tion that belonged to the (Govern­ 
ment of the United States? Thus, 
the transcripts of press confer­ 
ences from 1933 to 1940— which the 
newspapermen of America were

copyright 
which 
Mr. 
Roosevelt held has prevented the 
press from reprinting all those 
transcripts as a m atter of right 
and it can be done today only with 
the permission of the book pub­ 
lisher. 
Mr. Roosevelt, in the foreword, 
extended thanks “ to the mem bers 
of the Cabinet and heads of other 
agencies 
and others 
who 
have 
assisted in the gathering of this 
m aterial in the various depart­ 
ments of the Government and in 
the executive offices in the White 
House.”

too? 
And 
should

m em ber of Congress receive out­ 
side income — from private law 
practice, for example—while he is 
in office?

or periodicals while, as always, 
there is under c o n so la tio n legis­ 
lation 
to 
increase

postal rates? 
Shall members of Congress vote 
on 
any 
m easure 
affecting 
any 
constituent who has contributed 
substantial sums to his campaign 
fund? Should he disclose his own 
investments and disqualify himself 
from voting on any issue directly 
or indirectly affecting his personal 
property? 
As for making “classified infor­ 
m ation’’ public, what is the rule or 
standard?

patient cooperates by remaining in 
bed with the involved leg elevated 
on 
a 
pillow, w'hich discourages 
swelling. The stagnant blood flows 
out with the help of gravity, and 
in time, congestion and swelling 
subside. In nine cases out of IO. 
the lesions are infected and this 
condition must be combatted with 
antibiotics and through the use af 
enzymes, which digest away dead 
and loose tissues. As soon as the 
ulcer closes, the enlarged veins 
are removed surgically to assure 
perm anent results. 
If the individual cannot afford 
the tim e to rem ain in bed, the 


lesions are treated locally with 
antiseptics, cod liver oil ointments, 
or other favorite products. A band­ 
age is applied and the legs are 
covered with elastic bandages or 
stockings or an Unna paste boot. 
Despite the best care, however, 
results are not always satisfactory.

and 
Eugene E. Cliffton of New York 
had considerable success with a 
combined remedy. Enzymes were 
used to digest dead and infected 
tissues; 
antibiotics 
were 
incor­ 
porated for their antiseptic quali­ 
ties; and the drug hyauromdase, 
was added to increase absorption 
of these products which allowed 
for deeper penetration and helped 
relieve swelling. “Gratifying re­ 
lief” was obtained by 16 patients. 
The most rem arkable effects were 
with infected and painful ulcers.

Efficient Miss Day has been work­ 
ing for Ray Jenkins, attorney for 
the Swiss-German combine. Now 
she works for the Senate commit­ 
tee investigating the possible re­ 
turn of German property. She even 
spends part time in the Swiss-Ger­ 
man attorney’s firm and part time 
in the Senate Committee. 
Yet this was supposed to be a 
detached and unbiased survey. 
There are other interesting links 
between the Senate committee and 
the former Nazi owners, all point­ 
ing to the probability that Senator 
Dirksen’s 
investigation 
of 
alien 
property was about as one-sided as 
Hitler’s invasion of Poland. 
But first it should be recalled 
that the American branches of the 
big German cartels, after being 
seized by the Justice Department, 
have been built up and increased in 
value until they are reputed to be 
worth about half a billion dollars. 
This is what the Germ an indus­ 
trialists now want back, and this 
is what American taxpayers wall 
be out if they are given it back. 
Actually the Swiss are now an on 
part of the deal, together with cer­ 
tain powerful groups of Americans. 
The Swiss bankers first stand to 
make a big profit by selling Gen­ 
eral Analine and Film back to 
American bankers. Second. Ameri­ 
can investment bankers plan to 
float stock to the American public, 
while they keep control of the in­ 
surance. the banking fees, the legal 
fees, and the company itself. 
Thus, the German people will get 
no help whatsoever, though the 
American Legion, with the best in­ 
tention in the world, backed the 
property-return plan, thinking it 
would help build a strong Ger­ 
many. 
Others who have been cashing in 
on the lobbying battle for the re­ 
turn of Nazi property are the Ber­ 
nard Relin public relations firm, 
which has been paid $50,000 plus 
expenses 
by 
the 
Swiss-German 
combine. 
Also Col. Joe 
Rosen­ 
baum, who figured in the RFC 
mink coat hearings, has represent­ 
ed one of the investment bankers, 
Blair and Co., which for some time 
had an option on Interhandel stock. 


Ex-Legion Commander 
The way the American Legion 
got mixed up in the alien property 
dispute was through Ed Hayes, 
former Legion commander and re­ 
cent GOP candidate for the Senate 
from Illinois. 
Hayes is a friend of the present 
COP Senator from Illinois, Everett 
Dirksen, who long has been friend- 
ly with Ernest Halbach, former 
American head of General Analine 
and Film. In line with this friend­ 
ship, Dirksen arranged for the ap- 
pointment of a Senate subcommit­ 
tee shortly after the Eisenhower 
Administration came into power, to 
study alien property. He made Ed 
Hayes chief counsel. 
Hayes has been efficient and in­ 
fluential. It was he who helped get 
his fellow Legionnaires to adopt a 
resolution favoring the return of 
alien property, and it was one of 
Hayes’ law partners, Roger Q, 
White, who is also a partner in tha 
public relations firm of Shaheen 
and White, who w’as instrum ental 
in getting editorials favorable to 
the return of German property 
published 
in 
200 
weekly 
news­ 
papers. 
Hayes is also friendly with Wal­ 
ter Germann, the Swiss executive 
for 
Interhandel 
who 
commute* 
across the Atlantic while lobbying 
for the return of General Analine 
and Film to the Swiss-German 
combine. 
General 
Analine, 
incidentally, 
was worth about $25,000,000 when 
the United States took it over. It 
is still owned and operated by tha 
U. S. Government, and its value is 
now $100,000,000. It is this increas­ 
ed value which makes it so at­ 
tractive to the powerful group pull­ 
ing wires for its return. 
In view of all the backstage fac­ 
tors behind this im partial Senata 
survey, it is not surprising that 
Senator Dirksen introduced a bill 
on May 7, 1954, proposing to hand 
the Germ an and Japanese prop­ 
erty back to the original ow-ners. 
W’hat is surprising is that despite 
a crowded Congressional calendar, 
the forces behind this bill are such 
that it may slip through at this 
session. More of this strange his­ 
tory will follow soon.
